That 
was the last heard of him by his wife 
and brother until- Monday when his 
whereabouts was revealed in a letter 
written by him from Aitkin, Minn. 


A victim of amnesia he had turned 


his machine about before arriving in 
the Illinois city, drivtn to Duluthi 
Minn., where, he asserts, he regained 
his mind to the extent of remember- 
ing that he was a baker by occupation. 


He drove to St. Paul where he was 


employed in a bakeshop for three 
weeks and then went to Aitkin where 
he, hired out as an apprentice, baker 
arid ,wbrked.his way up to-uie position 
'of superintendent. 
. . Two weeks ago it came to his mine 
that he had a daughter and that it was 
her birthday and. gradually, he says 
"le regained his memory and hurriedly 
wrote a letter to his brother here. The 
latter was on a vacation and the letter 
blew from the mail box into the grass 
which, upon his return the brother 
started to cut with a mower.. The let- 
ter then came into view and it was 
the first information which had come 
to Racine regarding Leuschke. 


His wife and brother visited- him 


Tuesday in'the little Minnesota town 
and Leuschke doesn't know whether to 
return here or not as his position there 
is a very lucrative one.

Chicago—W)—The wealth of J. Og- 


den Armour, once considered so exten- 
sive that he was rated among the 
hree or four richest men of the world 
was a matter of conjecture at the 
time of his death. 


The Chicago Herald and Examiner 


said the packer was a victim of the 
war and lost so heavily that his heirs 
would share In an estate of only a few 
millions,- despite the fact that several 
years ago Mr. Armour was known to 
iave an income of many thousands a 
year. 


During the war events which Mr. Ar- 


mour could not control 
wiped away 


the greater part of his vast fortune it 
was said, the noted packer choosing 
to loose from $100,000,000 to $150,000.- 
000 in order to protect his 
family 


name. 


'Mr. Armour once told a friend," the 


Herald-Examiner said "that he lost 
money so fast during the war that he 
didn't think it was possible." 


Mr. Armour was quoted as saying 


he lost $1,000.000 a day for 130 days. At 
one time the packer was considered to 
be the most powerful figure in Chica- 
go, holding more bank stock and other 
assets than any other man. He was 
once a director of several railroads, a 
bank director, a big" trader on the 
stock exchange and vastly interested 
in other business, all in addition to his 
own packing interests. 


His wealth in: those days served him 


as a means for benefactions. He sup- 
ported the Armour Institute of Tech- 
nology, gave thousands to social wel- 
fare and did other .acts of philan- 
thropy which marked him as a leading 
donator to charity. He tried to concea' 
all his benefactions, supporting manj 
as'did his father.

Now to build a real airplane. One 


that will fly for at least a minute and

This is a tractor model, one which is 
r.ullcd through the air by the force of 
its propeller.

The motor stick shown in 


tor of the drawing is made from the 
15-inch length of wood. It should be 
qiven a coat of banana oil to stiffen it. 
The propeller bearing is made by ham- 
mering and bending a small nail. A 
small hoile to accommodate the pro- 
peller shaft is drilled in the front end 
and the bearing is bound to the front 
of the motor stick with silk thread 
and glue. The two cans are bound 
in place, each side of the center and 
the rear hook is bound to the rear 
end. 


The rudder is made from the long 


piece of bamboo. 
Hold the section 


to be bent over a candle flame and 


when the wood becomes heated it can' 
be formed into the shape shown in 
the drawing. 
It will be noticed that 


the base of the rudder is extended be- 
yond the upright portion and bound to 
the motor stick under the rear hook. 


Ambroid or glue should be used in 


all of the wrappings and joints. When 
using ambroid, coat each of the pieces 
to be joined and let them dry. Then 
apply a second coat, allowing the am- 
broid to set. 


To cover the rudder, give the frame 


a coat of banana oil and lay a piece 
of Japanese tissue paper over 
the 


frame. Press the paper against the 
frame so that it will adhere, and when 
it is dry trim off the excess paper 
with a razor blade. 


The horizontal stabilizer Is made by 


ambroidir.fr 
the six-inch length of 


bamboo to the under side of the mo- 
tor sMck one inch from the rear. The 
center, of a piece of silk thread a foot 
and a half long is tied to the base of 
the rudder at a point one inch from 
the end of the motor stick. The two 
ends are then carried around opposite 
ends of the 
bamboo tail piece and 


fastened 
to the 
motor stick 
three 


inches in front of the bamboo piece 
A touch of ambroid should be given 
where the thread passes the bamboo 
stick and where it is tied. When this 
tail frame has set. it should be civered 
on the under side with a piece of 
Japanese tissue paper in a similar 
manner to that employed for the rud- 
der. ' 


To form the -wing, the two 16-inch 


pieces of wood are given a slanting 
cut in the 
center and rejoined as 


shown in the detail view, thus form- 
ing a slight upward angle. The three- 
inch lengths of bamboo, wMch are 
to be the ribs, arc slightly heated and 
curved, as shown iii the end view. The 
end of each rib is then split for a 
short distance" and fastened 
to the 


front and rear wing edges. Ambroid or 
glue should be employed in this joint. 


AVhen this 
ladder-like frame 
is 


completed, the unused pieces of bam- 
boo remaining should be bent into a 
semi-circle of three-inch diameter and 
carefully split in half, making two 
ends of the same shape. These should 
be ambroided in each end of the wing 
frame. 


Before covering the wing 
frame, 


two piano ^wire wing clips are made 
to the shape shown in the detailed 
drawing near the assembled view.

in this country. 
They are made in the 


name of "liberalism" and with no regard 


- as to whether in truth the men are mur- 


derers. We see positive statements that 


/ the government of Massachusetts is cxe- 
- cuting two innocents. The statements are 


> 
made on no valid authority. They are the 
gratuitous assumptions pure and simple 
of a "liberalism" that is too often blind to 
facts, and that is unblushingly prejudiced 
and arbitrary. 


Much of our modern liberalism is mere 


phrase-making, a wholly one-sided phil- 
osophy, that does not believe in respect- 
ing the rights of either the majority or the 
minority. Despite its arguments to the 
contrary, there are still two sides to most 
questions. One thing is paramount, and 
that is that ihc government of Massa- 
chusetts shall not be intimidated by 
bomb-throwers or threats. That kind of 
liberalism becomes anarchv.

No city begrudges its chief executive 


time spent on a golf course getting recrea- 
tion or building up his physical self so 
that he may better handle his job, but 
when an official is called upon to attend 
16 banquets a week, it is time to call a 
halt and give him opportunity to attend 
to the business of cijy administration. 


REVEALING THE WATERWAY 


ISSUE 


Former Governor Henry Allen of Kan- 


sas yesterday delivered an address at the 
University of Virginia institute of public 
affairs. It is worthy of comment that he 
chose for his subject ttfe economic aspects 
of the St. Lawrence waterway. It is equal- 
ly significant that he did.not select for his 
theme the lakes-fo-the-gulf 
waterway. 


Ever since Chicago's water steal has been 
subjected to legal assault, Chicago has 
tried to make it appear that the interests 
of the Mid-west were primarily concerned 
with the development of a Jakes-to-thc- 
gulf waterway. 
For two years it has 


made an appeal to Central western sen- 
timent in support of this enterprise. It has 
put the lakes-to-the-gulf waterway ahead 
of the St. Lawrence seaway. It was. of 
course, a play to the galleries, designed to 
cover up its abstraction of water from 
Lake Michigan for cower-and sanitary 
purposes.

west is beginning to see the situation in 
•its true light, and to understand the mo- 
tives which have actuated 
Chicago's 


course in this great controversy.

states in the Union. 
It is tributary 


to the Mississippi river.' 
If there 


were any advantage in marketing Mid- 
western agricultural products by way 
of the Gulf of Mexico, Kansas ought 
to be for the gulf project alone. Kansas is 
virtually on a water route to the gulf 
yet it is the St. Lawrence 
seaway 


with which former Governor Allen, one 
of its distinguished executives, is con- 
cerned. 
He recognizes the 
inestim- 


able economic value of this undertaking to 
the whole Central west, north and south. 
He is not blind to the fact that in trans- 
portation charges alone to Liverpool nine> 
cents a bushel will be saved to wheat 
growers. The waterway, as he empha- 
sized, will open new markets, make Great 
Lakes ports equal to ocean ports, foster 
new enterprises and permit normal devel- 
opment of interior national life.

We have had-enough of camouflage in

Practically all sectional opposition 
has disappeared and we now have only 
Chicago and the fanatical aids of its water 
steal; along with the prejudice of the 
port of New York, to contend with.

sooks. George Eliot lived the things 
Veils advocated years after .she bad 
made the experiment and most people 
~.avc agreed to ign- re the facts. 


Her books are to be found on the 


curricula of many 
colleges, or at 


east they were a few years ago. It is 
unthinkable 
that 
"Ann Veronica" 


should be included in such a list, ev- 
en if it was as great in itself as the 


eorge Eliot books. 
George BHot's life presents many 


odd contrasts. As a young girl she 
vas abnormally religious. She cared 
ittle for society and 
t-he counted 


hose hours lost that were not spent 
n reading the Bible or religious aw- 
hors. And b/ the way. although lat- 
er she renounced 
Christianity, blie 


rcn-aincd a constant reader of the 
Bible all her life. Xot only was she 
lighly devotional in that early period 
but she became deeply theological as 
well. Sho read ?11 sorts of abstruse 
works by' the great rcligiou; thinkers 


>f her day. "lie had the same inter- 
tit in that sort of thing that the av- 
erage girl has in love affafc-s. 


IVithin a comparatively short time 


there was a complete revolution in 
;cr life, almost annlagous to sudden 
"conversion" if it had been the other 
way round. She came to disbelieve 
in the personality and reality of God. 
in immortality and for a time she 
was an 
active polemical wrilcr in 


this cause. loiter she ceased to be 
angry "about it. admitted that Chris- 
tianity^ was needed under present con 
dit:ons as a social cement but she nev- 
er returned to belief in It for herself. 
And nil this was twenty years before 
the "Origin of Species." 


Yet Ihio non-Christian— who was 


r.cn-Chrislian moreover as a matter 
of principle and conviction not out of 
indifference—wrote novels that arc al- 
most as widdy quoted in the Chris- 
tion pulpit as Is Sha' csncro. 
That 


is a. rather remarkable fact. 
More 


over, several of her books, csr^cially 
the stories under the. hc:i«l "Scenes 
From Clerical Life." are about min

friendship ripened into love.

could not marry but decided to live 
as husband and wife. Both of them 
worked hard, supporting themselves 
and the runaway wife and children. 
They were not revolutionary, living 
without marriage as a gesture. They 
would have married if it had been 
possible. But it took great courage to 
adopt the course they did. 


Because of this feature of her do- 


mestic 
life, it 
seems likely 
that 


George Eliot was all the more scrup- 
ulous to uphold the ideals of regular 
domestic relations in her books. She 
was "entirely sincere in both her life 
and in her books. 
It is not 'often 


that such radical contrasts are to be 
found in any writer.
